This doctor went on to sey thet the therepists who vere doing masage 
therapy end Sedge techniques, were not properly tisined, or qualified 
to practice me ge MOPEDI and related techniques, but surprising 
enough they ne favorab le results, even if they don"t know what they 
ere doing. 


I feel thet this is the general opinion of most medical doctors in 
regard to our qualifications. In the first plece they know very little 
about this type of therapy themselves. They also feel that our schools 
of massage therapy are not adequate cto Se end the tine we are ree 
~ quired to learn massage therapy ond related technique: is not sufficient 
to quelify enyone, for the scientific treatments thst mre required. 
These statements bear out those made by netionel presivtent George D. 
Gammon, that other branches of the hesling erts are ensjeavoring to 
gobble up our profession. 


This is the point that I wish to bring out, thet doctors of medicine 
and surgery, realize that massage therepy end releted ‘techniques, do 
get results end we are not supposed to know how we 
accomplished them. ‘ney want more end more mecical doctors to learn 
how these resulte are accomplished, which will edd to iheir achieves 
ments and income, 


It is up to each one of us to pull together, get good legislation for 
our protection and improve our schools end colleges so thet our 
educationel background will not be questioned, No one tan say we get 
results but don"t know how we do it, 


First we must have colleges of massage therepy thet turn out well 
qualified responsible students. Second we need good legislation, to 
protect the qualified therapist, and the public, from tie unquelified 
therapist. Then and only then will the majority of medicel doctors 
recognize the qualified therepist as they shoudid be recognized.
